It  used  to  be  tfiat  babies  were 
always  born  at  tiome.  sometimes 
witti  the  tielp  of  ttie  family  doctor 
and  sometimes  not. 

Ttien  came  modern  medicine  with 
Its  enormous  break-throughs  in 
anaesthesiology,  bacteriology  and 
immunology  and  its  emphasis  on 
antiseptic  cleanliness 

Specialization  and  professionalism 
arose  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
along  with  a  building  boom  in 
hospitals.  The  expectant  mother 
went  to  an  obstetrician  for  nine 
months  of  pre-natal  care  and  then 
was  delivered  of  her  baby  at  the 
hospital  with  which  the  doctor  was 
affiliated. 

Doctor  knew  best,  the  hospital 
was  well  equipped  and  she  sul> 
mitted  willingly  to  being  "knocked- 
out,"  grateful  to  know  no 
discomfort.  Afterward  she  turned  to 
another  specialist,  the  pediatrician, 
who  in  the  absence  of  female 
members  of  the  earlier  extended 
family,  instructed  her  In  the  care  and 
feeding  of  her  newborn  infant. 

It  is  not  surprising,  in  today's 
climate  of  greater  assertiveness  on 


the  part  of  women  and  greater 
knowledge  of  the  way  their  bodies 
work,  that  many  pregnant  women 
are  now  looking  for  a  greater  role  In 
the  birthing  process  Birth  Alter- 
natives Inc.  is  a  recently  in- 
corporated group  of  Princeton 
women  keenly  interested  in  the 
whole  subject  of  child-birth. 

Consisting  of  a  core  of  10  or  12 
mothers  who  meet  once  a  month  or 
more,  the  group  has  a  two-pronged 
thrust.  II  IS  a  source  of  information 
and  support  to  couples  who  want, 
for  financial  or  philosophical 
reasons,  to  have  their  baby  at  home, 
and  it  Is  also  actively  seeking  to 
found  a  birth  center  as  a  midway 
solution  for  those  who  don't  want  a 
traditional  hospital  birth  and  aren't 
prepared  for  a  home  birth 

The  group  estimates  that  10 
babies  were  born  at  home  in  the 
Princeton  area  over  the  past  year.

Asked  for  his  comment 
on  why  Princeton  Medical 
Center  doctors  will  not  give 
pre-natal  care  to  a  woman 
who  plans  to  give  birth  at 
home,  Dr.  William  Besser. 
a  gynecologist  and  long 
time  obstetrician  at  the 
hospital  here  said,  "The 
threat  of  a  suit  looms  large. 
You  get  some  enthusiastic 
young  couple  who  have  the 
baby  at  home  and  13  years 
later  they  discover  the 
child  has  learning  dif- 
ficulties They  slap  a  suit 
on  the  doctor. 

"I  am  not  against 
midwives,"  Dr  Besser 
adds.  "I  have  worked  with 
them  in  the  summers  on  an 
Indian  reservation.  The 
chances  of  everything 
being  normal  at  a  home 
delivery  are  very  good,  but 
the  stakes  are  extremely

Tenants  Due  for  Rebate  Checks 

Tenants  in  New  Jersey  may  begin  receiving 
rebates  as  early  as  Aug,  l  under  the  Tenants' 
Property  Tax  Rebate  Program,  according  to  John  F 
Laezza.  director  of  the  Division  of  Local  Government 
Services.  N.J.  Department  of  Community  Affairs 
(DCA). 

"Under  the  law.  landlords  are  required  to  pass  on 
to  their  residential  tenants,  m  the  form  ol  a  rebate  or 
credit  towards  their  rent,  a  specified  proportion  of  tax 
reductions  received  after  1 976."  Mr.  Laezza  said 

Stressing  that  the  rebates  are  for  renters  of 
residential  properties  only,  and  apply  only  to  tenancy 
during  calendar  year  1977,  Laezza  noted  that  the 
landlord  is  to  share  with  his  tenants  65  percent  of  the 
property  tax  reductions  as  certified  by  the  lax 
collector  in  each  municipality 

"This  really  is  an  experiment,  where  for  the  first 
time,  the  N  J  Legislature  and  Governor  Byrne  give 
formal  recognition  lo  the  fact  that  tenants  share  in 
paying  real  estate  taxes."  commented  Community 
Affairs  Commissioner  Patricia  Q.  Sheehan. 

A  hot  line  number  (394-0440)  has  been  set  up  in 
DCA  to  handle  questions  on  the  rebate  program.  Ms 
Sheehan  said. 

Some  ot  the  most  ffequentiy-asked  questions  coming  into  ihe 
hotline  are  answered  here 

Q.- Who  Is  eligible? 

A  -  Almost  all  tenants  of  residential  properties  who  have  been 
in  the  unit  since  Jan  i,  1977,  are  eligible  The  only  exception 
applies  lo  those  who  reside  m  buildings  ol  two  or  three  units,  IF 
THE  LANDLORD  LIVES  IN  ONE  OF  THEM.  The  landlord  Ol  an 
owner-occupied  building  of  ihree  units  or  less  is  entitled  to  keep 
Ihe  entire  property  reduction  On  the  other  hand,  the  renter  ol  a 
smgle-tamiiy  residence  gels  a  rebate 

Q.  •  What  If  I  moved  out  during  the  year? 

A  -  You  are  entitled  to  a  pro-rated  rebate  For  instance,  it  you 
lived  m  the  unit  from  Jan  i  to  July  1 ,  1 977,  you  would  get  one-half 
of  the  rebate  for  that  dwelling  If  you  move,  make  sure  you  leave  a 
forwarding  address  with  the  landlord  The  landlord  is  required  to 
write  to  you  at  your  last  known  address.  If  alter  one  year  of  the 
date  of  mailing  you  have  not  claimed  the  rebate,  the  owner  keeps 
the  money  and  you  lose  your  rights 

Q.  •  What  must  the  tenant  do  to  get  his  rebate? 

A  -  No  application  is  necessary  for  the  rebate,  so  the  lenant 
need  nol  do  anytnmg,  unless  he  has  moved  (See  above)  Look  for 
the  notice  the  landlord  must  post  m  the  building  If  by  the  end  of 
September  you  have  not  heard  from  your  landlord  and  you  think 
you  are  entitled  to  a  rebate,  call  the  tax  collector  lo  ascertain  it  he 
certified  a  property  lax  reduction  amount  lo  your  landlord  M  after 
iait(ing  to  him  you  are  nol  satisfied,  call  the  hot  line  (609-394- 
0440) 

Q.  •  How  much  will  the  rebate  be? 

A  -  The  exact  amount  of  an  individual  rebate  will  vary  from 
place  to  place  Some  factors  involved  are  the  tax  reduction  in  the 
particular  mumcipaliiv,  last  years  unbudgeted  school  aid  refund 
and  the  size  and  the  lype  of  your  unii 

Q.  •  Musi  the  tenant  be  under  lease  to  quality  for  the  rebate? 

A  -  No.  There  is  no  such  requirement  under  the  law 

O.  -  Will  I  get  the  entire  rebate  at  one  time? 

A  -  The  first  rebate,  due  with  the  August  rent  billing,  will 
represent  8-1 2s  of  the  amount  You  then  get  the  remainder  at  the 
time  each  rent  payment  is  made 

O.  -  Does  the  landlord  send  me  a  check? 

A.  -  Not  necessarily,  The  landlord's  responsibility  is  lo  send  a 
check  or  credit  your  monthly  renL

But  a  recent  Eagleton  Poll  moved  here  within  the  past  ten 
reveals  one  of  the  best  kept 
secrets  of  all  time:  that  those 
who  know  best  -  New  Jer- 
seyans themselves  -  find  a  lot 
to  like  about  living  in  New 
Jersey. 

The  survey,  being  released 
this  month  by  the  Eagleton 
Institute  of  Politics  at  Rutgers 
University,  shows  that: 

•  62  percent  of  New  Jer- 
seyans rate  their  state  "ex- 
cellent" or  "good"  as  a  place 
to  live,  while  only  27  percent 
rate  it  "only  fair."  and  9 
percent  rate  it  "poor."  One 
percent  are  undecided. 

•  New  Jerseyans  give  their 
own  communities  even  more 
positive  endorsements.
